SUMMER FEEDING. 


A sensible Plan for EconomlilngrCnws and 


Otber Paaturlng Crops* 


There are several waya of eoonomiz- 


ing grass used as pasture or other pas- 
.tiu-ing crops. The great waste of pas- 
turing is in the tramping of tie stock 
and in the fouling by the excrement. 
This loss is a very large Mem* where 
land is high in value and where it costs 
a large sum to get a well set pasture. 
In such cases there is large economy in 
soiling. This may be done not only 
by cutting the fodder and feeding it in 
stables and yards, but also by tether- 
ing the cows, and with sheep by pro- 
viding light movable hurdles or fence 
panels, which may be set up or-^aken 
down and removed with greaf? ease. 
The movable fences may be used for 
confining cows as well as well an for 
sheep. There are several kinds of 
them in use. 


The cattle of the islands of Jersey nnd 


Guernsey are all tethered, and it is to 
this economical management that the 
small farms of thoae fertile islands «re 
ablo to support a cow on less than an 
acre of land. This method is also ex- 
tensively used in the western parts of 
Franco, where the farms are small and 
yet keep n number of cattle. Small 
fields of colza (a variety of rape) and 
of clover maybe seen there, with the 
cows tethered in ranks, each one hav- 
ing so many feet of fodder to consume 
each day. The cows are secured by 
strong leather neck straps, having 
rings sewn in them, and a chain or 
rope with a snaphook at one end and a 
large ring at the other. The isnap- 
hook is 
fastened 
to the ring in 


the neck strap, and the large ring is 
dropped over the tethering stake. When 
feeding down the grass on the lawn 
and under the fruit trees in the orchaul 
the writer has used a light chain about 
twenty feet long, with a swivel in it 
and attached to n, revolving ring or 
clevis in the head of an iron pin, 
which is driven into the ground 
Tethering chains of the same kind, 
have been found very useful in feeding 
down green clovei in the fields, giv- 
ing tho cows a strip about six or-cight 
feet wide, in tho shape of a curve in 
front of them, for their meal. 
There 


19 some little trouble in placing tho 
cows, and when ten or twenty are kept 
it is better to have movable hurdles for 
inclosing thorn and protecting the«rop. 
But where a single cow or two or-threo 
are kept this method is quite practica- 
ble and convenient. The best hurdlo 
is a simple panel nine feet long, made 
of light narrow boards, just as aboard 
fence is made, and with upright bars 
ot the samo material. 
Tlie ends of 


the boaids project beyond the end bars 
about six inches, so that when two aio 
placed overlapping, a fence wiro ling 
can be slipped over these ends and se- 
cure them. Stakes are driven down, 
;hreo to each panel, and tho panels are 
'icld by them quite firmly by driving 
two on one side and one on the other 
alternately. 


A very good hurdle has been made 


of round poles sixteen feet long with 
stakes 01 posts fixed in it in holes bored 
through it, thus forming rows of stakes 
on both sides about twelve inches 
apart the whole length. A second set 
,s put in crosswise with tho first row. 
This hurdle is turned over and over as 
it is required to advance it. But for 
moving a distance it is not so handy as 
Jie plain board hurdle. 


It is impossible to keep cows or 


Bheop with economy and profit unless 
some provision is made for summer 
'ceding, and for this purpose tho an- 
lual plants, which grow quickly, are 
jotter than grass. They yield a largo 
oroduct to the acre, and may be 
changed from one year to another. 
And these annual forage crops must bo 
a considerable dependence aJbo for tho 
winter feeding as cured fodder.—JV. Y. 
Times. 


VALUE OF

Advantages That Mny Be Derived by Grow- 
tog It on Wet Soil. 


Durable as clover is for mellowing 


and deepening tho soil it is essential 
Lhat it be grown on dry land. Whei e 
tagnant water remains clover roots 
ivill not penetrate the subsoil, and it is 
ilmost a pity, for there is jbcareely any 
jettei \ ogetable pump than a field of 
jrowing clover, with several tons of 
.eaves and stems constantly exhaling 
moisture 
If clover can get .1 stait on 


vet landits network of lootssoon diics 
out the surface .ind penetrates tho sub- 
soil, where it forms natural water 
:ourscs, needing only to connect with 
some drain to make the subsoil always 


> 
After a wet piece is under-drained, 


one of the first things to be done is to 
'et the land covered with as large a 
;iowth of clover as can be got to grow. 
Nothing is more improving to the effi- 
ciency of the under-drain. The roots 
of clover open up undiscovered treas- 
ires of plant food in the subsoil, which, 
jofore draining, no roots of any crop 
could evur reach. But some outlet for 
the stagnant watei in the subsoil must 
be fiist provided. In short, it is the 


lovince of the clover plant to diminish 


Hio amount of under-draining 
rc- 


tjmred. 


The old directions to run drains every 


rod or every two rods in width are all 
•ight if based on the supposition that 
the land is always to be kept under the 
jlow, but if it is to be seeded with 
lover every other year or every third 
year put the drains4hrough the wettest 
places, save the enormous expense of 
juying and laying so many tiles and 
;rust to clover for the rest. The land 
with such treatment will be in better 
condition with the clover than it would 
with the lateral drains and no clover.— 
N. Y. Herald.

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 17.—Mr. H. H. 


l w.stur, of tho police department, who 


was secretary of the Ute Commission of 
1881, referring to the present Ute Indian 
outbreak, says: "It ffroirs out of the'dis- 
satisfaction felt by many Utes with the 
aettluriiuut 
of- their difficulties several 


years ago. Frier to 1879 a hoe and cry 
was raised by Colorado settlers against 
the Utes, who then held some of the finest 


ln west of tLe mountains. They wanted 


the land, and wanted to oust the Utes at 
an)- rust. So they appealed to Congress, 
.iid Congress passed the bill providing for 
a treaty. 
A commission was sent out 


and tlm Utus were given choice of cer- 
tain 
lunda 
in 
Southern 
Utah 
and 


us a bonus to induce them to accept the 
situation woro granted certain annuities. 
Colorow (who, it Is alleged, Is making the 
prosent disturbance) was one oC the first 
of the Utos to express dissatisfaction with 
tlio effort to doiirivethe Utes of their rich 
lands. The Utos wore, however, dually 
rornovod, driven from their fine lands at 
tho point of the bayonet, and settled in 
Utah upon an arid desert lava-bed tract. 
Colorow resisted all the time. He would 
not stay, but returned to western Colorado 
with sixty braves and their families. 
He 


nsud to go to tho agency, however, when 
tho annuities wore distributed and claim 
his shora." 


BlncolWO, Mr. Sylvester says, Colorow 


has boon adding to his following from the 
ilisitttisflod Utes of different tribes. He is 
a warrior and will die fighting. Colorow, 
Mr. Sylvester believes, took part in the 
frightful Meeker massacre at the White 
Kiver agency. Among his associates was 
Captain Jack, who, when a prisoner, was 
orclurocl to leave his tent, and upon his re- 
fusal was blown oat of the tent and out of 
existence at tho same time by a mountain 
howitzer. Colorow and his men, Mr. Syl- 
vester Bays, are good fighters, and are 
supplied with excellent arms. In the lava 
bods they could resist a large body of 
troops for a long time. 


Colorow used to visit Denver often, and 


on one occasion went to Governor Me- 
Cook's olllco and became rather insolent. 
Governor McCook solved the Indian ques- 
tion right thoro. He kicked Colorow out 
of his office and down a flight of stairs 
into tho street, introducing a style of war- 
fare with which tho huge savage was not 
familiar. 


No information has been received at the 


\Vnr Department about an Indian out- 
break. 


New Postal Laws and Regulations—A. 


Much-Needed Beform. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The revision of 


the postal laws and regulations provided 
for by the labt Congress IB now complete 
and in press. Tho book will contain about 
six hundred pages, and to the volume to 
be issued to tho larger offices in which 
mails tiro exchanged with foreign coun- 
tries, an appendix containing all the postal 
unrl money order conventions will be ad- 
ded. 
The 
volume 
contains 
all the 


postal laws now in force, and a carefully 
arranged compilation of the various gen- 
eral stntulos applicable to the department. 
Tlie regulations are rearranged, neatly 
written, 
and 
much 
condensed. 


They 
contain 
few 
radical 
chan- 


ges 
from 
existing • 
methods. 


Tlie most important rliango made is in the 
manner ol keeping accounts in post-of- 
ik-es, ami in remloiing returns thereon, 
llertofoi-e the postmaster was required to 
keep a record oi' receipts, a quarterly ac- 
count currout uiul a general postal ac- 
count. One class of expenditures or re- 
ceipts- were required to be entered in one ac- 
count, and another class in the other. 
much confusion resulted from the nice dis- 
tinctions between tiicse accounts. The two 
accounts are to be consolidated, RO that but 
one return is rendered whie.li will be a com- 
plete exhibit of the business of the current 
(/Darter, anrl also give tho exact state of 
the post muster's account with the depart- 
ment of postal business; all debits being 
eh;ir^o.l ami credits given in one account. 


In connection with tins system of ac- 


counts I h i n l ami fourth class postmasters 
tue In lie f i i n i i s l i i i i l record books,in which, 
on iornis carut'iilly prepared, their ac- 
counts can bo easily kept and receipts and 
expenditures icntlily stated, by merely 
I H l i n ^ tho blank spaces with the proper 
figures. This method will greatly simplify, 
render easy and uniform the keeping of 
accounts and i eiidering iif returns, and en- 
able the postmaster ami his sureties to 
know tho oxnet slate of his postal account 
at any time, as the settlement of each 
tinnrtor is in effect a linal settlement. 


Tliita elinngo is made with tho co-opera- 


tion ami assistance of Sixth Auditor Mc- 
Coim'lle, u-lio In.jiuvus that groat benefit 
to the service v. i l l result therefrom, both 
in convenience to postmasters, in accuracy 
of records ami i etui us, and in the facility 
w i t h which accounts are adjusted in his 
otlico. Tlie accounts for the present quar- 
ter will be rumleri'il upon the new form. 
Tho regulations « ill bo distributed to post- 
masters early in September, and will take 
effect September Jli.

Sayward, the Dolphin, and the Grace, and 
the American schooner Lilly L., for vio- 
lation of section l,96li of the statutes for 
the protection of the seal fisheries, which 
captures had been reported by telegraph. 
Captain Shepherd reports that the vessels 
were seized between the llth and l!)th of 
July, and that OB each one of them was 
found quantities of sealskins, showing that 
the seals had recently been killed, and 
that several of the vessels had small boats 
out evidently hunting for seals.

Only a few 
days ago ho llatly refused to consider a 
proposal to put in operation a system of 
halt-rate telegrams to be transmitted dur- 
ing the night as is done in America, on the 
ground that te did not think it advisable 
to try any new experiments, and last 
night, in reply to a proposal by Mr. Jacob 
Bright, member for Manchester, to discuss 
the subject of long distance telephony, he 
deolured that he very much doubted the ad 
vantage of a system enabling conversa- 
tion to be carried on between tho great 
towns of England. The present system 
of communication, ho said, had 
sufficed, 


and he could see no reason why it should 
not answer for the futuro. And yet Mr. 
Raikes is one of the chief officers of a gov- 
ernment where people are foremost in on- 
lightenmont, and delight iu tho belief that 
they are abreast, if not rather in advance, 
of other countries in the adoption of pro- 
gressive ideas. 


DTNAMITEBS AT WORK. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—The attempt to blow 


up tlie West Clare railway bridge near 
Ennis 
yesterday has created a great 


sensation. The outrage is attributed, of 
course, to the American section of Irish 
dynamiters, and in support of this opinion 
attention is drawn to the fact that the 
cartridges that did not explodo are of the 
American type. This is not the most con 
clusive evidence that could be brought, but 
it is quite sufficient to satisfy the police 
and the public that the plot was conceived 
and executed by Irish-Americans. It is 
more prob-'jle, however, that the outrage 
was the we k of discharged employes, or 
peasants actuated by some roal or fancied 
grievance against the railway.

How a Macon County Boy Escaped 


from the Chatsworth Wreck. 


E. L. Goff, the telegraph operator and 


agent for the C. & A. and T., H. & P. 
railroad companies at Atlantn, who was 
in the T. P. & W. wreck at Chatsworth 
writes James Durning, of Mt. Zion, the 
following interesting letter. 
Young 


Go9 was formerly n resident of Mt. 
Zion, where his parents died. 
Mr. 


Durning was his guardian. Here is the 
letter : 


ATLANTA, ILL., August 13, 1887. 


Ma. JAMES DUBKINO, MT. ZION, ILL.— Dear 


Hir: Your letter received this altcruoou. I am 
•very thankful that I am still alive and able to 
write, although I am unable to walk vci-y far 
without crutches. Both my feet are prqtty badly 
shinned and bruised, and my left iinklo is 
sprained. (Let mo tell you rigiit here, that 1 
have hardly got my mind and nerves straighten- 
ed around since the wreck, and can hardly write 
what I want to tell, so you will please overlook 
erasures and repetitions.) I have to sit with my 
feet on a pillow almost all the time, which to nn 
is very tiresome. Tho doctor has given me or- 
to not wnlk at all, not even with crutches, but I 
can't stand it long to bo cooped up in the house, 


Now about the wreck. Wo left Peoria about 


7:40 p. m. with fifteen cars loaded heavily.drawu 
by two engines, and kept on losing time by the 
frequent stops made to pick up passengers. Be- 
tween Forrest 'und_ Chatsworth, six miles, they 
ran almost a mile 'a minute, covering the dis- 
tance in seven minutes. They did not stop at 
Chatsworth, but slacked up a little at the Pike 
crossing about two miles east of there, then 
turned on steam and sped away down the grade 
at a torriilc speed, and to a ten-ible destruction. 
A small culvert about fifteen feet long and six or 
seven feet high had burned out, ami the engineer 
did not see it in time to avoid the wrecking of 
the train. The first engine, passed over safely, 
l>ut the second sank down, the pilot catching In 
the ground, plowing along almost 200 feet, then 
rolling over on its side burying the engineer be- 
neath It, tearing Iiis head oil, his brains out.and 
cutting him all to pieces; the 11 re man escaped 
with slight injury by Jumping. Next came the 
baggage ear, which was thrown on top of tho 
engine and completely demolished, but by some 
means the baggageman escaped unhurt. Sup't 
Armstrong's private car was thrown on top of 
tho engine and against the baggage car, but 
none of the occupants were seriously injured. 
The third ear was a day coach ; it was torn up 
jadly, and several persons killed and injured. 
The fourth car was torn all to pieces, literally 
jrokeu Into kindling wood.and almost all killed. 
The fifth car climbed npon the top of the fourth, 
nashlng it down, which is how it came to be 
made into kindling wood; the front end of tho 
ifthcar slid down the pile to the north side, 
caving the roar on top of the pile, while our cur, 
Jie sixth, ran into and stoved up the rear end of 
the flith, leaving our car high up on the debris 
of the other cars, smashing it baiiiy, killing some 
and injuring quite a number, among the latter 
being my lellow-traveler and myself. (Will ex- 
plain later.) The seventh car was jammed into 
our coach almost half way. Tho eighth was 
orn completely In two, a half fulling 011 both 
the north and south sides of tho wreck, while 
he top was hurled forward until it reached our 
car, when it stopped, one end on the grounil.tho 
niddlo resting on the top of our coach, and the 
other end up in the air. Tills was leaning over 
our window, and we had to crowd out under- 
neath it. The ninth car had crashed through 
,he eighth, causing it, the eighth, to divide as 
described above and killing all uut four In tho 


Tho Inlnth was badly used np. The tenth 


v:is a sleeper, wulch stopped with one end just 


the ditch, tho other on the rails on the 


oilier side. The other live sleepers were not de- 
ailed, but all were move or less shook up. The 
Irst I noticed was a jarring and juiklngof the 
cars, and I knew we were oil' the track; next I 
lotlccd a great cloud of sparks Hying, and could 
icar the crashing of the cars ahead of us. 1 
then felt our car jerking, jolting und falling u> 
ileees; I thought my time had come, and u\- 
>ected to be killed, but it did not Irlghten me ,il 
ill. 1 sat elect, as coolly wailnif; the final crush 
is though I had been waiting lor dinner. I knew 
enough of wrecks- to know that it was useless to 
ry to get out, so I sat pei fectly still until our car 
stopped; then 1 tound my Ictt loot fnstuiied be- 
,ween the seats. My (list thought was that the 
vhole train would bum, and that I must get my 
'oot loose at all hazards ; so I pulled with all my 
night, which u,w considerable* under the circum- 
stances, and Dually succeeded In uettiiif*; loose, 
My seat-mate was cauglit about tlie same way 
I was, had the same thoughts and got loose 
ibont the sanm time. We found that neither 
was badly hurt, and as we lud no tools for help- 
ng any one else, we concluded io gut out as 
Iiiicklyas- possible. We sat on tlie sixth seat 
'roni thi* front, but after the sliork wo found our 
seats opposite tlie third window, in which the 
glass was not broken. I bloke it nut with my 
lands and ciawled out; mv seal-mate during 
tliis time had ti icd lo help a lady and some cliil- 
.Iren, but they werii lasU'iied and couhl not be 
loosed without axes, and as it was too darkUi 
see any one else, he climbed out also. Imagine 
ny horror on getting outslde.to see the extent of 
.ho damage dom\ lint I had no time for rcllec- 
tlon. A poor lady with her back broken and in- 
ured in other ways, was lying there asking plt- 
cously to be taken away, as she feared it would 
juru. I picked her up, and after hard work, got 
!ier over the wiic fence out Into thu stubble, I 
ivas very faint for several minutes on account of 
over-exertion, but soon iccovered, and made her 
^scomf 01 table as possible. I had asked a man 
who had escaped unhurt and had secured both 
Ills grljH, to help me cairyher and then to get 
lier some watei , but he would do neither lor fear 
of losing his grips. Oh! I wanted tx> kick him 
n to the middle of next week, 1 then hobbled 
to a farm house, almost half a mile away, and 
;ot a bucket of water, it being the llrsl drinking 
water brought to the ground. 1 then busied my- 
self in giving the injured watei, moving them 
utd doing anything i could, while the ones who 
were uninjured and had shoes on, got them out. 
1 bad no shoes, hat or coat, and the stubble tore 
loles in my stockings, which made it very pain- 
ful; but as so many were worse off than I, I did 
not deem myself worthy of notice, and coniin- 
ucd working until almost three o'clock, and 
when it commenced raining I got in the broken 
sleeper and staid until about eight o'clock 
tlie next morning. My feet getting wet and 
muddy before getting in out of the rain helping 
to carry a poor fellow whose hip was crushed, it 


iiused them to get sore and stiff, so that I did 
lot feel like working any more at all. There is 
a large piece torn out of my left heel, the end 
torn oil the little toe, four or five skinned places 
on the top of the foot, and the ankle sprained— - 


ll on the lelt foot. The right foot lias one badly 


skinned place and tv/o or three slight scratches. 
1 svill be all rigiit Iti a few days, and lull come 
over If I can. Don't think I have been Iryiug to 
make myself out a hero, because lots of them 
hurt worse than I, did a good deal more than I, 
one man alone carrying out thirteen persons. 1 
did very little compared with vrtiat I might have 
done. It was a horrible sight to see headless 
trunks, heads, crushed limbs, bodies and every- 
thing of the kind. I never expect to sec such a 
sight again, at least I never want lo. 


I must close, as it is train time.
